-amact loaning State bonds to railroad com:

State bonds and to foreclose the State lien 
on the railroad for that purpose.’ The rail- 
road company filed a demurrer. The Cir-

Caldwell of the United States District Court’ 


and concurred in by Judge McCrary of the 

United States Circuit Court, recently over- 

ruled the demurrer, holding tHat the lien 

in favor of the State to secure the payment, 
of State bonds loaned to the original corpany 

was paramount to a lien created by the sub- |

“cow than a poor one. ‘Thé owner of a 
farm of one-acre.in New-York State re- 
ports that his cow gives him about-five 
‘hundréd pounds of butter. every year, 
but it-is by good feeding and atterition 
that she does:so, and, while’ he claims 
that the profit from ‘her is large, he ad- 
mits that the cow would be an expense 
if she were an -inferior animal. It is 
best, therefore, to be willing to pay for 
a good cow. ‘The outlay, though large 
at first, will bring in a quicker and surer 
return. than a small investment in a 
scrub. As the family cow receives kind- | 
ness a3 a generai thing from all, the | 
lesson to dairymen is that by carefully | 
managing the herd and. treatiag each. | 
cow with the best care, there is no 

reason why the profit may not propor- 

tionately be as great. The soiling sys-: 
tem is the family plan on a wholesate 
basis.— 7horoughlred: Stock Journal.

Among the important legislation 

waiting the ccnsiderstion of the As- 
sembly when it reconvenes in & few 
daya, are bills on the Crop Liens, 
State elections, and the convict sys- 
tem. Three matters of more geueral 
pterest and of greater concernsto the 
whole people and their welfare could 
not demand more the serious thought 
evd wise action of our lew makers. 

The crop lien law involves disectly 
the interests of our farmiug popula- 
tion. tis proposed to abolish the 
luw, leaving the poor farmer and 
tenant without the privilege he now 
hes of giving alien on his crops as 
security for advances of provisions 
and otber things. Itis certainly an 
usfortunate state of affairs when the 
majority of our farmers have to live 
from year to year on credit—coneum- 
ing their scant earning one year be- 
fore they are made. But such is the 
fect and the question to be consider- 
ed before changing the present sys- 
tem, is, will the abolition of the lien 
better this condition or make it worse. 
It is our opinion that no legislation 
vf the nature proposed can fil] the 
empty purses, or cribs, or barns. 
Let the lien stand, leaving the poor 
laborer a lever te previde for bimeel! 
until by the practice of a little econ 
wuy avd shift be can lift himself 
above the necessity of asking credit. 
Now he must bave it to live, and 
would it not be cruel to deprive him 
of the means of securing it ? 

Next the conviet system as it now 
exists ivflicte great sufferings and 
wrovgs upon unfortunate convict. 
‘The long list of horrors already laid 
at its door will no doubt be their own 
argument for the amendment and 
prudent revision of the law. 

The Election law has been discuse- 
ed tee much to require further ar 
gument and appeals in behalf of the 
good name of the state for its repeal. ;

He was closely identified with 
the early struggles for the freedom of his 
people, and has always stood out clearly,

In the greatness of hig work, the integrity 
of his character, his determination, tenaci- 
ty of purpose, his lofty eonception, and he 
fearlessness, he has illustrated§in the high- 
est degree the ability, espabilities, and the 
qualifications of his race. The colored 
people bave been elevated in the ages of 
the world by the life of Frederick Dong- 
lass. He bas shown to the civilized gworld 
what a colored man can do and what the 
colored men can be. He is known as fa- 

miliarly in the ald world as on this side of 

the Atlantic. The speaker elosed his in- 

troductory panegyric with an eloquent 

peroration, which elicited prolonged ap- 

plause. ‘Our bonosed guest,” he said, in

ia the cause of justice and liberty, I have 
no doleful words to utter here to-night, It 
was said of a great Irish orator, speaking 
of Irish liberty, thathe had rocked it in 

its eradle and bad followed it to its grave. 

[can say of the colored man's liberty I 

have rocked it in its cradle and witnessed 

ite manhood, for I stand to-night in the 
presence of emancipated millions. He 
would be a gloomy man indeed who could 

live to see the desire of his sou! accom- 
plished, and yet spend his life in brief. 1 
am happy to say now amd here that while 
my life has been more of cloud than sun-~ 
shine, more of storm than calm, it has 
nevertheless been a cheerfal life, with 
many compensations on every hand, and 
not the least among those compensations, 

I reckon the good word and will which 

have come to me on the present occasion. 

This high festival of ours is coupled with 
a day which we do well to hold in sacred 
and everlasting honor, a day memorable 
alike in the history of the nation and iu 

the life of an emancipated people. This is 
the twentieth anniversary of the proclama- 
tion of emancipation by Abraham Lincoln 
—® proclamation which made the name of 
its author immortal and :glorious throu,i- 
oat the civilized world. That great act of 
his marked an epoch in the life of the 
whole American nation. Reflection upon 
it opens to usa vast wilderness of thought 
and feeling. Man is said to be en animal 
looking before and after. To him alone is 
given the prophetic vision, enabling him 
to discern the outline of bis future through 
the mistaard shadows of the past. The 
day we celebrate affords us an eminence 
from which we may in a measure survey 
both the pastand the future, It is one of 
those days which may well count for a 
thousand years. 

-Until this day twenty years ago there 
wasa vast incubus on the breast of the 
American people, which baffled all the wis- 
dom of American statesmanship. Slavery, 
the sum of a)) villainies, like a vulture was 
gnawing at the republic. Until this day 
there stretched away behind an awful 
chasm of darkness and despair of more 
than two ecentaries. Until this day the 
American slave, bound in chains, toused 
his fettered hands on high and groaned for 
freedom's gift in vain. Uatil this day the 
colored people of the United States lived 
in the shadow of death, hell, and the grave 
and had no visible future. Agonized 
heart throbs convuised them while sleep- 
ingandthe wind whispered death, while 
over them sweeping. 

Until this day we knew not when or how 
the war for the Union would end; anti! 
this day it wes doubtfn! whether liberty 
and anion would triamph, or slavery and 
barbarism. Until this day victory had 
largely followed the arms of the confede~ 
rate army. Until this day the mighty con- 
flict between the north and the south ap- 
peared to the eye of the civilized world, as 
destitute of moral qualities, Until this 





the spmpethies of the world were 


Until this day the armiesof the republic 
fought the rebels in fetters, for they fought 
for slavery as well asfor the union. Un" 
til this day we presented the spec a e o 
that weakness, indecision and bliud..ess 
which builds up with one hand and tvars 
éown with the other. Until this day we 
fought the rebely with only one band, 
while we chained and pinionei the other 
behind us. On this day twenty years ago, 
thanks t Abraham Lincoln and the great 
statesmen by whom he was supported, this 
spell of inconsisteucy and weakness, was 
broken and our government became com- 
sistent, logicaland strony, for from this 
hour slavery was doomed, liberty wade 
certain and the union estaolished. 

We do well to commemorate this day. 
It was the first gray streak of musning af- 
ter a long and troubled night of all 
abounding borrors. ~* 

The future as well as the past claims con- 
sideration om this day. Freedom has 
bronght daties, respousibilities, und crea- 
ted expectations which mast be fulfilled. 
There is no disguising the fact tbat the 
price of liberty is eternal vigilence, and if 
we maintain our bigh estate in this repub~ 
lic, we raust be something more than d::ft- 
wood in » stream. We must keep pace 
with the nation in all that goes to make a 
nation great, glorious. and free. Natural 
equality we have long pleaded, and right- 
eously, but now that the fetters are off, we 
must be able to plesd practical equality, 
equality of industry, equality of morality, 
equality of education, equality of wealth, 
equality of general attainments. I hardly 
need say here thut to all this there are for- 
midable obstacles and discouragemwents: 
that we have entered the race of eiviliza- 
tion atan immeuse disadvantage iv mani- 
fest to the candid judgment of all won. No 
people ever vutered thy portals of freedom 
under circumstances more unpropitious 
than the American freedmen. They were 
flung overboard on an unknown sea in the 
midst of a storw, without planks, ropes, 
cars or life preservers, and told they must 
swim or perish. They were w..hout mon- 
ey, without friends, wilbout shelter, and 
without bread. The land which they had 
waiercd with their tears, enriched with 
their blood, tilled with their bard hands, 
was owned by their enemics. They were 
iold to leave their old quarters aud scek 
foodand shelter eleewhere. In view of 
this cundiiiou of thinge the marvel is sot 
so wich that they have made little prog- 
ress, but ilLat they are not exiermiruted. 
I regret to observe that even volored men 
are hearito deny that any improvement 
bas taken place iu their condition during 
the last twenty years. How they can do 
this lam utterly unable to see. Twenty 
years ago there was perbaps not a singly 
echool house for colored children iu the 
southberu stutes. Now there are 2,00,000 
culured children regularly atteuding 
scheol in those states. 

That fuct, which does not stand alone, 
is sufficient to refute all the gloomy sto- 
ries of croukers as to the progress of the 
colored freedmen of the south. Tue trou- 
ble with these cruakers is that they do not 
consider the puiut of the freedmen’s de- 
purtere. ‘They know the heights which 
they have still to reach, but do not meus- 
are the depths frum which they have 
come. 

‘Twenty years, though a long time in the 
life of au iudividual. is but a mypment in 
the life ofa uation, aud no final judg went 
can be predicated of fucts transpiring 
within that limited period. 

For one, I can say in econclusion that 
nothing has occurred withia these twenty 
years which hus dimmed my hopes of 
caused we to doubt that the emaudi pated 
people of this cvautry will avail them- 
selves of their opportunities, and by euter 
prise, industry, iaoveution, discovery, and 
manly character viudicate the confidence 
of their friends, aud put to sileunve aud to 
shume the yloumy predictions of all their 
enemies. 

There was a great outburst of applause 
as the venerable erator concluded bis elo 
quent address and it was some moments 
before quiet was restored sufficiently to al- 
low the speaking to proceed.

Sheely, Morrill the car conductor, 
and others near Webb station, a little 
town on the International road, eight- 
een miles north of Laredo. Polk and 
his party lefi the rain at Webb and 
attempted to make the Mexican side 
of the Kio Grande on _horse back, 
having purchased horses for that pur- 
pose at Webb, atter haviag been de- 
tained on suspicion hera. They wee 
doubtless afraid of similiar and disss- 
trous experiance at Laredo. 

Sheely has telegraphed tc the govern- 
or of ‘Tennessee for instructions, and 
also stating that after the arrest, Polk 
offered bim eight thousand dollars if 
the officer would allow him te go on. 
The offer was refused, and the pris- 
oner and guards will arrive in San 
Antonio at six to-morrow. Morrell, 
the conductor, suspected that he had 
big game from the action of Polk and 
the detective on the train, and -tele- 
graphed to Laredo for help to make 
the arrest, which was sent immediate- 
ly, with the above result.
